Rescue Steamer Due 


To Reach Brazilian 


Port Tonight 


[By the Associated Press] 


Washington, June 11 — The State 


Department sought first hand con- 
firmation today of survivors' reports 
that the merchantman Robin Moor, 
flying the American flag, was sent 
to the bottom by a torpedo from a 
German submarine. 


At first glance, informed sources 


said, the unofficial information thus 
-far— available made-the—sinfcing-of- 
the 5,000-ton vessel appear an out- 
light 
challenge to the 
historic 


American doctrine of freedom of the 
seas. 


Government officials, however, de- j 


dined to discuss the question of j 
action until formal reports were re- 
ceived from diplomatic representa- 
tives in Brazil who are to question 
the 11 known survivors when they 
land at Recife. 


The Brp'ilian steamer Osorio. 


with the Lurvivors aboard, is due 
to make that port at 9 a. m., EST, 
tonight. 


The Robin Moor's end came in 


the south Atlantic, midway between 
Dakar and Natal, Brazil on May 21. 
The ship was en route from New 
York to South Africa. 


The passing hours brought no 


word of the other 35 persons who 
•were aboard the ship and took to 
three lifeboats when she went down. 


The statement of the known sur- 


vivors that a U-boat torpedoed the 
Robin Moor was radioed to the As- 
sociated Press at Rio De Janeiro last 
night by Captain "Waldemar Lucio 
Pereira, master of the rescue ship 
Osorio. 


This was the first positive infor- 


mation on the source of the report 
that an underseas raider had de- 
stroyed the ship. Previous messages 
had given no authority for state- 
ments that a U-boat was responsi- 
ble

Millions Of Scouts, 


And Grown Men 


Are Saddened 


[By the Associated Press] 


Suffern, N. Y., June 11—Daniel 


Carter Beard, one of the founders 
of the Boy Scouts of America, died 
today. 


"Uncle Dan," as he was affection- 


ately known by millions of Boy 
Scouts, would have been 91 years old 
on June 21. He had been ill since 
April 20 when he contracted *a cold 
at his 14-acre estate here. 


The venerable scouter and natur- i 


alist, loved the world over by men 
who used to be boys and by the boys 
themselves, died in his quaint rustic 
woodland home, "The Brooklands." 


His daughter, Mrs. Barbara Price, 


was at his bedside. Death resulted 
from a heart condition which fol- 
lowed the cold and which was com- 
plicated by old age. 


His son, Daniel Barnett Beard, of 


Omaha, Nebraska, was reported fly- 
ing here. He is a member of the 
National Park service.

Honors were heaped upon him by

"Dan Beard was the hero of mil-

It is with extreme sorrow that 


the Scouts and Scouters of the 
United States learn of the death 
of Daniel Carter Beard. "Uncle 
Dan." as he was affectionately 
called by America's boys and 
men. 


"Uncle Dan" was one of the 


nation's best known outdoors- 
men, and, like Ernest Thompson 
Seton. had written numerous 
books on all phases of outdoor 
work. It was from "Uncle Dan's" 
writings that Lord Baden- 
PowelL the founder of the Boy 
Scout movement, got many of 
the ideas which went to make 
up the Scout program as we 
know it today. "Uncle Dan" had 
a boys' organization known as 
the "Boy Pioneers" or "Sons of 
Daniel Boone" which had a pro- 
gram somewhat similar to the 
present Boy Scout program. 


When the 
Boy Scouts of 


America was incorporated. Feb- 
ruary 8. 1910. Dan Beard be- 
came one of the three original 
National Scout Commissioners 
—a position which he has held 
ever since.

Days

Harrisburg, June 11—The Gen- 


eral Assembly's joint investigation 
committee, named to inquire into 
the 
"conspiracy" 
and 
"boodle" 


charges of Senator Anthony J. Cav- 
alcante (D-Fayette), arranged 
to 


meet in executive session today and 
"chart a course." 


There were no indications of what 


"course" the committee might fol- 
low after meeting with two rebuffs 
at the hands of Cavalcante who has 
flatly refused to appear before the 
group. 
Legislative leaders how- 


ever, 
have predicted 
that the 


charges would henceforth be ig- 
nored. 


The chieftains of both branches 


of the legislature declined to be 
quoted on the subject, which has 
produced the most explosive issue of 
the session, but all came to the con- 
clusion as one of them put it: 


"Senator Cavalcante 
talked 


about a conspiracy: he hasn't 
proved it, he refused to show up 
for an investigating committee 
meeting, he declined to give his 
information to the Senate, so 
it's a dead issue." 


Senate Tables Resolution 


The 
House resolved yesterday 


that the Senate should take "imme- 
diate action" to bring 
Cavalcante 


before the bar of the Senate either 
to prove or rescind his charges that 
"certain interests" obtained special 
legislation to "favor them in this 
session." The Senate tabled the 
resolution, which in parliamentary 
custom was tantamount to killing 
it. 


Cavalcante refused to elaborate 


on his accusations before the Sen- 
ate or a special committee created 
to investigate his charges but said 
he would "in due time" offer infor- 
mation to either the Attorney Gen- 
eral or "on the floor of the Senate." 


"I started this and 111 see it 


through," he declared.

Harrisburg, June 11.—The U.S. 


Army today boosted Pennsylvania's 
gross quota under the Selective 
Service Act to 189,979 men 
from 


the 137,974 men set last fall. 


It was disclosed that 44,512 Penn- 


sylvanians have already been in- 
ducted or called for induction and 
this total, with the credit of 92,010 
allowed, leaves a net quota of 53,457 
men under the new gross figures. 


"It is particularly important that 


each state headquarters and each 
local board clearly understand that 
a quota is not a requirement that 
must be filled by any given date," 
national headquarters advised Gov- 
ernor Arthur H. James. 


"Rather, it is a 'single' bank ac- 


count upon which the armed forces 
may draw from time to time, our 
only concern is that we do not ex- 
ceed the statutory limitations upon 
the number of men that may be in 
training- at any -one time; that we 
have ample notice as to the actual 
requirements of the armed forces so 
that calls may be filled promptly; 
and that we make necessary adjust- 
ments from time to time so that no 
state or local board furnishes a dis- 
proportionate share to the land and 
naval forces." 


Doctor Lewis" declared there was 


no possibility "in the last analysis" 
of any board furnishing more than 
its proportionate share of selectees 
and added that credits will be given 
to each board for the number of 
men from its area actually in serv- 
ice.

ported for Supreme and Superior 
Court vacancies. 


Democratic leaders said "there is 


little opposition" to Judge Carr for 
the Supreme Court. 


They "indicated there might be 


some controversy over Judge Mus- 
manno. 


In order to conduct an open 


primary, the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, convening at 2 p. m., must 
change the party rules which or- 
dinarily call for endorsement of can- 
didates in any forthcoming general 
election. 


The Republicans have no such 
rule. 


The vacancies at stake are held 


now by Justice William Parker of 
the Supreme Court and Judge 
Charles E. Kenworthy of the Su- 
perior Court, both appointees of 
Governor James.

to "buy coal now" lest they face a 
shortage of this fuel also next win- 
ter. 


Foreseeing a "very grave danger" 


of a deficiency due to the defense 
strain on transportation facilities, a 
government statement last night 
urged summer buying and storage of 
coal "as a direct and substantial aid 
to national defense." 


'If consumers~oo not buy now 


they may be in trouble later," said 
Paul Sifton, acting director of the 
consumers counsel, federal agencj 
set-up to protect bituminous coal 
users. 


Ickes Worried About Oil 


Meanwhile, Secretary of Interior 


Ickes stopped speaking of the pros- 
pective oil shortage 
merely 
as 


"probable" and bluntly announced 
that people of the eastern seaboard 
"will have to get along with less 
gasoline for their cars and prob- 
ably less oil to heat their homes." 
Ickes is defense petroleum admin- 
istrator. 


The oil shortage is threatened by 


transfer to British service of tanker 
ships normally used to move pe- 
troleum from the gulf ports to the 
east.

URING the winter the Miller- 


Baxter Company shipped here 


hundreds of southern pine poles 
from Georgia, each of them from 
35 to 60 feet in height. The entire 
960 miles of lines built or to be 
built will require nearly 20,000 such 
poles. They will carry .thousands of 
miles of copper wires. 


Although the original contract 


with Miller-Baxter Company cov- 
ered only the first 300 miles in 
Adams County, that concern was 
engaged to construct lines in Cum- 
berland County through an amend- 
ment to the contract. 


From the first, BEA organizers 


had told farmer members of the 
Cooperative not to worry about the 
source of current for the lines to be 
built to their homes.

The fight, which was 
carried successfully to the Public 
Service Commission of Pennsyl- 
vania, was termed by Richard P. 
Beamish, a member of the Com- 
mission, as one of the most import- 
ant that ever came before that body. 


Forty aroused Cumberland County 


farmers, armed with coal and snow 
shovels and garden spades trailed 
?P and L company workers through' 


the snow on the niffht of Thursday, 
January 30, filling in holes the 
utility workmen were digging for the 
erection of power line poles near 
'Big Spring. 


'Die farmers, who were members 


of the Cooperative, had pre-empted 
the land that morning by the filing 
in Harrisburg by Mr. Teeter of the 
necessary papers with the PUC. 
This action reserved the territory 
for the Cooperative and banned the 
power company from placing new 
lines in that section. 


TWO FACTIONS 
DECLARED TRUCE 


Shortly before midnight the two 


factions declared a "truce" in the 
"battle" that had continued with- 
out tension or friction while state 
motor police from Carlisle looked 
on. 
The company linemen said 


they were "wearing out the dirt 
shoveling it in and out of the holes 
so often." The situation deadlocked 
and then power company officials 
announced no further work would 
be done on the lines until legal 
phases of the question were cleared 
up. The action took place along a

CUMBERLAND AND 
FRANKLIN MAPS FILED 
He filed more maps again on 
January JO of this year covering 
upper Franklin County and western 
and middle parts of Cumberland 
County, It was that filing that set 
cfi the fight between the Coopera­ 
tive and the Penn Power and Light1 
Company which is now furnishing 
current for Cooperative lines in 
Cumberland County. 
Tile next pre-emption was made 
on March 27 for middle and lower 
sections of Franklin County. About 
50 miles of line routes were added 
to that filing on May 20 while on 
April 2 territory in western York 
County was pre-empted as well as 
additional sections in Adams which 
were closed to the utilities. 
The initial loan of 1308.000 cov­

The PUC opened hearings on 
February 19. 


Hearings continued through late 


February, all of March and early 
April at intervals. 
Witnesses told 


the PUC that PP and L rates in 
rural Cumberland county were "im- 
possible" for many of the customers 
they sought. 


On the last day of February the 


Cooperative announced it would add 
a charge of "misrepresentation" in 
securing customers to its other com- 
plaints against the PP and L. That 
charge was brought after a Coop- 
erative witness testified a utility 
agent told a fanner to sign a con- 
tractrwlth the utility for it 
own the Cooperative Hne anyway 
within a year." 
Work rushed by 


the utility in that section of Cum- 
berland county just before pre-emp- 
tion by the Cooperative was termed 
a "spite" line. 
COOP AND POWER. 
FORM REACH ACCORD 


At one hearing in mid-March 


Mr. Teeter testified that Coopera- 
tive activity in Cumberland County 
had inspired the first important line 
building work by the utility for a 
long- time in that section. Next day 
PP and L witnesses testified to the 
"exceptional line building record of 
the utility' in Pennsylvania." One 
utility witness claimed the Cooper- 
ative's activity was contrary to the 
purpose of the REA by duplicating 
service already offered. 


On April 9 the hearings came to 


a sudden end when it was an- 
nounced an agreement had been 
reached between the Cooperative 
and power company representatives 
by which the Cooperative got cus- 
tomers along 24 of the 30 miles of 
disputed lines. The power company 
had to remove poles placed in the 
Big Spring section and the Coopera- 
tive's pre-emption stood. 


The Cumberland County battle 


attracted wide and favorable pub- 
licity to the Cooperative's efforts. 
Some weeks later, "Friday," a na- 
tional picture magazine, featured 
the incident and showed pictures of 
re-enactments of the "battle of 
shovels.'; 
BILL PROPOSED 
TO AID COOPERATIVES ' 
AS a sequel to the struggle be- 
" tween the Cooperative and the 
power company in Cumberland 
County, a bill was introduced in the 
House at Jlarrisburg on May 5 aimed 
at preventing a recurrence of out- 
breaks between utility firms and 
electric cooperative corporations. 
The bill was sponsored by Repre- 
sentatives George I*. Baugher of 
Aspers and Joseph J. Mclntosh of 
Cumberland 
County. 
The bill 


amends the public utility law of 
1937 by imposing additional limita- 
tions on public utilities when bona 
fide cooperatives have been organ- 
ized to furnish light and power 
service. 


A less spectacular but just as de- 


termined fight has been waged by 
the Cooperative for the right to 
erect lines in Carroll and Frederick 
Counties in Maryland. The last 
chapter to that dispute has not yet 
been written but the Cooperative j 
has achieved a moral victory in the j 
situation as it stands by reason of | 
the fact that the Potomac Edison! 
Company now offers current to rural 
folk at greatly reduced rates. 


The trouble in Maryland was to 


find an authority with the power to 
grant the Cooperative permission to 
cross over or build lines along roads 
in those townships. 
The county 


commissioners and the roads boards 
tossed back and forth the problem 
after making unsuccessful attempt; 
to have the courts and the Mary- j 
land PSC make the decision for! 
them.

In the meantime the Cooperative 1 


could not go ahead with line build- j 
ing even though it had a federal j 
grant and was ready to proceed. All 
the white there was active oppo- j 
sition from Potomac Edison which] 
the Cooperative charged with erect- j 
ing "spite" lines in areas in which i 
the Cooperative had signed mem-! 
bers. The power company reduced ! 
its rates and made attractive terms | 
to Cooperative members and pros- 
pects, while «M authorities delayed 
Uaelr decisions. 


RnaHy. the Cooperative took the 


question before the PSC by applying 
for permission to build lines into 
sections of the two northern coun- 
ties. On May 2 the Maryland PSC 
handed down an order denying that 
application on the grounds that the 
Potomac Edison, since the Coopera- 
tive had started work there, had 
greatly liberalized its terms to rural 
customers so that toe PSC saw no 
need for Cooperative lines. 


To date the Cooperative has de- 


layed any decision on a court ap- 
peal of the PSC ruling and is wait- 
ing to see whether the Potomac 
Edison will serve aD rural customers 
who ask current at prices that are 
reasonable and within the means j 
of the fanners.

Beamish, friend of the Cooperative 
through the Cumberland county 
battle, turned on the current In the 
first 30 miles of Cumberland county 
lines at the substation near Ship- 
pensburg. 


An estimated 800 persons, most of 


them Cooperative members and their 
families, gathered at the substation 
for the exercises. The Biglerville 
band played and REA and Coopera- 
tive officials filled the platform 
erected specially for the occasion. 


The obituary of the oil lamp was 


read and that symbol of the days 
before the Cooperative came to'rural 
Adams county was interred before 
the throng beneath a tombstone with. 
a fitting inscription. The Frederick,

amends the public utility law of 
1937 by imposing additional limita­ 
tions on public utilities when bona 
fide cooperatives have been organ­ 
ized to furnish light and power 
service. 
A less spectacular but just as de- j 
termined fight has been waged by 
the Cooperative for the right to 
erect lines in Carroll and Frederick 
Counties in Maryland. 
The last 
chapter to that dispute has not yet 
been written but the Cooperative 
has achieved a moral victory in the 
situation as it stands by reason of 
the fact that the Potomac Edison 
Company now offers current to rural 
folk at greatly reduced rates. 
The trouble In Maryland was to 
find an authority with the power to 
grant the Cooperative permission to 
cross over or build lines along roads 
in those townships. 
The county 
commissioners and the roads boards 
tossed back and forth the problem 
after making unsuccessful attempts 
to have the courts and the Mary­ 
land PSC make the decision for 
them. 
UTILITY CUT RATES 
IN MARYLAND AREA 
In the meantime the Cooperative 
could not go ahead with line build­ 
ing even though it had a federal 
grant and was ready to proceed. All 
the while there was active oppo­ 
sition from Potomac Edison which 
the Cooperative charged with erect­ 
ing “spite" lines in areas in which 
the Cooperative had signed mem­ 
bers. 
The power company reduced 
its rates and made attractive terms 
to Cooperative members and pros­ 
pects, while the authorities delayed 
their decisions. 
Finally, the Cooperative took the 
question before the PSC by applying 
for permission to build lines into 
sections of the two northern coun­ 
ties. On May 2 the Maryland PSC 
handed down an order denying that 
application on the grounds that the 
Potomac Edison, since the Coopera­ 
tive had started work there, had 
greatly liberalized its terms to rural 
customers so that the PSC saw no 
need for Cooperative lines. 
To date the Cooperative has de­ 
layed any decision on a court ap­ 
peal of the PSC ruling and is wait­ 
ing to see whether the Potomac 
Edison will serve all rural customers 
who ask current at prices that are 
reasonable and within the means 
of the farmers.

"How 
many head of cows are 


needed to make a milking machine a 
profitable investment?" At one time, 
it was thought that a machine was 
economically practicable only on 
farms with large dairy herds. Now, 
although conditions naturally will 
vary with each farm, it is generally 
agreed that 10 or more cows justify 
the installation of a machine, par- 
ticularly if there is a shortage of 
labor. 


Machine milking more nearly imi- 


tates nature than does milking by 
hand. In one way. it improves on the 
natural method for, as fast as .the 
milk is let down, it is drawn away 
from all four quarters of the udder 
at once, thus causing less strain on 
the cow. 


Milk production is increased from 


5 to 15 per cent, and the lactation 


period is longer, when done by ma- 
chine—it is significant that practi- 
cally all record-making herds are 
milked electrically. One of many 
tests with machines showed an in- 
crease of 4.2 pounds of milk in the 
average production per cow per day. 


When properly cleaned and han- 


dled, electric machines are much 
cleaner and more sanitary than hand 
milking. It is practically impossible 
for foreign matter—hairs, dandruff, 
manure, soil, straw, dust, etc.—to get 
into the milker, whereas more or less 
of such contamination is difficult to 
avoid when milking by hand into 
open-top pails. 
Milking machines 


thus can contribute materially to the 
production of low-bacteria milk. 


There are two general classes of 


electric milking machines—the port- 
able and pipe-line types, the latter 
rtaving several variations. A com- 
plete unit of motor, pump and pail, 
the former is particularly suited to 
small farmers or to those who rent 
or lease and. therefore, may move 
from time to time. 


The operating cost of milking elec- 


trically varies with the type and size 
of unit employed, and ranges from 


to 9 cents per cow per month 


(electricity at 3 cents per kw.-hr.) 
with the average being about 5 cents. 


t considering improved yield and 


quality, a milking machine will re- 
duce the cost of producing milk by 
25 per cent or more.

How to Operate and Manage 


An Electrical Chick Brooder 


ELECTRIFIED FARM FACTS 


The wire guard aids In teaching young chicks to use the hover.

n EGARDLESS of the excellence of 
•tv the electrical brooder you pur- 
chase, it cannot yield maximum re- 
cults unless it-is-orrerated and man-' 
aged correctly. 


Inadequate wiring is the most com- 


mon reason for unsatisfactory oper- 
ation of electric hovers. Check with 
your power company or a reliable 
electrician to determine r£ your serv- 
ice runs are sufficiently large—the 
average poultry lighting circuit is 
'entirely too smalL Several brooders 
connected to a single line constitute 
an appreciable load v/hich. if carried 
on small wires over a long distance. 
results in considerable voltage drop 
and consequent wasted energy, in- 
creased power cost and sluggish op- 
eration of the hovers. 


So long as it is properly ventilated 


free from floor drafts, has a good 
floor and is of the proper size an\ 
well-constructed 
building may be 


used for brooding. Positive vent Ia- 
tion is necessary to remove dust. 
odors and excess moisture 
Floor 


drafts cause uneven temperatures 
under the hover, chill the chicks and 
increase operating costs. A good floor 
helps to prevent drafts, conserves 
the heat beneath the brooder and 
protects against cold and dampness. 
Allow half a square foot of floor 
epace per chick in the brooder house; 
one square foot per poult 


Proper management is perhaps the 


most important factor in. successful 


electric brooding. The following 
pointers will hdlp you start off cor- 
rectly. 


Before the baby chicks arrive from 


the hatchery or are removed from, 
your incubator, thoroughly clean and 
-disinfect" the brooder house" and 
equipment. Spread the floor evenly 
with four inches of some clean. 
finely-cut, absorbent material—most 
commercial litters are satisfactory, 
as are soft-wood shavings Put suffi- 
cient feeders and water -fountains 
under as well as outside the hover. 


Adjust the brooder so that the 


curtain is Vt, to % inch above the 
litter. Operate the hover at least two 
dajs before the chicks are put under 7 
it, adjusting the control knob until a 
constant temperature of 95 degrees 
on the litter is obtained. Do not 
worry about the temperature of the 
brooder house, as chicks thrive in, 
'.he cold provided there is a warm 
hcner to which they can run. 


To keep the chicks close to the 


brooder and prevent them from hud- 
chng in ;he corners of the house, an 
ovaJ confining ring or guard is es- 
sentiaL This should be about 18 
inc.ies hjgh, and may be of wire 
mesn although heavy cardboard or 
sheet metal is preferable as a solid 
ring helps to reduce floor drafts. 


After the chicks are placed under 


the hover, there are many other pre- 
cautions to be observed- Space does 
not permit detailing them here, but 
you can obtain full information by 
writing to your state college or uni- 
versity or to the makers of electrio 
brooders.

aged correctly. 
Inadequate wiring is the most com­ 
mon reason for unsatisfactory oper­ 
ation of electric hover*. Check with 
your power company or a reliable 
electrician to determine if your serv­ 
ice runs are sufficiently large—the | 
average poultry lighting circuit is 
entirely too small. Several brooder* 
connected to a single line constitute 
an appreciable load which, if carried 
on small wires over a long distance, 
results in considerable voltage drop 
and consequent wasted energy. In­ 
creased power cost and sluggish op­ 
eration of the hovers. 
So long ax it is properly ventilated, 
free from floor drafts, ha 
a i; 
n 
floor and is of the proper size any 
well-constructed building may 
be 
used for brooding. Positive ventCa­ 
tion is necessary to remove do I, 
odors and excess moisture. Floor 
drafts cause uneven temperatures 
under the hover, chill the chicks and 
Increase operating costs. A good floor 
helps to prevent drafts, conserves 
the heat beneath the brooder and 
protects against cold and dampness. 
Allow half a square foot of floor 
•pace per chick in the brooder bouse; 
One square foot per poult 
Proper management is perhaps the 
most im portant factor in successful

Before the baby chicks arrive from 
the hatchery or are removed from 
your incubator, thoroughly clean and 
vtPdnfeet 
the brooder house 
and 
equipment. Spread the floor evenly 
with four inches of some clean, 
finely-cut, absorbent m aterial—most 
commercial litters are satisfactory, 
as are soft-wood shavings. Put suffi­ 
cient feeders and water fountains 
under as well as outside the hover. 
Adjust the brooder so that the 
curtain is V* to ti inch above the 
litter. Operate the hover at least two 
days before the chicks are put under 
it, adjusting the control knob until a 
constant temperature of 95 degrees 
on the litter is obtained. Do not 
vorry about the tem perature of the 
irooder house, a* chicks thrive in 
the cold provided there Is a warm 
hover to which they can run. 
To keep the chicks close to the 
brooder and prevent them from hud­ 
dling in the corners of the house, an 
oval confining ring or guard is es- 
ential. This should be about 18 
inch** high, and may be of wire 
mesh although heavy cardboard or 
heet metal is preferable as a solid 
ring helps to reduce floor drafts. 
After the chicks are placed under 
the hover, there are many other pre­ 
cautions to be observed. Space does 
not perm it detailing them here, but 
you can obtain full information by 
writing to your state college or uni­ 
versity or to the makers of electrio 
brooders.

ards is the Wool Products Act which 
goes into effect July 14 of this year. 
Tliis act provides that labels on 
every wool product will have to state 
the exact percentages of each kind 
of wool. The labels also will have to 
tell of any other fiber used, such as 
cotton, rayon, or slik. 


In connection with the new law 


are several terms consumers will 
need to know. "Reprocessed" means 
fiber made from wool that has been 
previously woven or felted into a 
wool product, but never used by a 
consumer. "Reused wool" is fiber 
made from wool or reprocessed wool 
which has been made into a wool 
product and used by a consumer. 
New wool is not necessarily the best, 
for there are both good and inferior 
grades of new wool.

Electric Coolers Help 


Safeguard City's Milk 


The quality of Louisville, Ken- 


tucky, milk has improved rapidly 
with the increase in the number of 
electric milk coolers on dairy farms 
supplying the city, according to H. 
L. De Lozier, chief of the milk divi- 
sion of the city board of health. 


In 1936, only 78 out of all the dairy

Washington, D. C.— Lower prices 


for fertilizers due to industry econo- 
mies have saved farmers $200,- 
000,000 a year, according to gov- 
ernment analysis made by A. L. 
Mehring of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture who shows that the 
sharp downward trend of fertilizer 
prices since 18SO was interrupted 
only during the period of the last 
war; when, due to our country's 
dependence at that time on foreign 
supplies, prices rose sharply. After

Executive Secretary and .Treasurer 
of The National Fertilizer Associa- 
tion. "Prices received by farmers 
for their products today 
would 


have to go up 21 per cent to reach 
parity with what farmers pay for 
all commodities which they buy. 
But, so far as fertilizer is con- 
cerned, the picture is different. 
The present price of fertilizer is so 
low that it gives the farmer, in- 
stead of a 21 per cent handicap, a 
5 per cent advantage on every dol- 
lar he spends for fertilizer."

Washington, D. C.—Recent U. S. 


Department of Agriculture figures 
show that Pennsylvania 
farmers 


received 10 per cent more plant- 
food per ton Of fertilizer last year 
than in 1934 when the last survey 
on the subject was made. 


This was 5 per cent. above 


the national average which has 
shown a sharp upward trend since 
1920. At that time the pla-itfood 
content in fertilizer was only 13.9;

by 1935, 18.2 per cent; today, it 
has jumped to 19.35 per cent. This 
means an increase of 39 per cent in 
plantfood content since 1920 and at 
'the same 'time the. farmer's fer- 
tilizer bills have declined 41 per 
cent. 


All -this is due to improvement 


of mechanical conditions, manufac- 
ture of fertilizers better suited to 
different crops and soils, reduction 
of the number of grades of fertil- 
izer, and other economies instituted 
by the industry since that time.

Containers may be glass jars or 


tin cans. Always test glass jars for 
leaks or defects before beginning 
t/o can. Discard any jars or caps 
that show cracks, chips, or dents. 
Also throw 
away 
porcelain-lined 


metal lids if the lining is the least 
bit loose. Always buy new rubber 
rings for glass jars. Good 
rings 


stretch to twice their length. 


If the wire clamps on glass jars 


are loose, tighten" them by bending 
the wires down in the middle on 
top and inward at the sides. 


Thy 
vacuum-scaled jar 
has a 


lacquered metal disk top. The under 
surface of the disk has a small 
groove Illled with a hard wax-like 
compound which softens and ad- 
heres to the glass when heated. 
During the processing period, the 
top is held In place with i\ metal 
band. As the jar cools, the com- 
pound haidens, sealing the jar. Re- 
move the metal band 24 hours after 
canning. Wash and dry the screw 
bands and store in a dry place until 
the next canning. 


It is necessary to have new lids 


each year for vacuum-sealed 'jars.
